Following their own 
private audience with the Holy 
Father, they presented Admiral 
Ezra Allen, director of the Navy 
budget office, and other Navy De- 
partment officials. 


The Holy Father, who already 
had _ given his blessing to the 
United States, its President and 
its legislators, said to the joint 
group: 

“And Our blessing We very 
gladly extend to the Navy and to 
you its most distinguished repre- 
sentatives here present. The 
greatest Navy in the world! May 
its most cherished, its most suc- 
cessful mission of the future be 
to protect and defend a most prec- 
jous treasure of this world: peace 
—peace among all nations because 
all nations are at peace with God, 
governed in a spirit of justice, 
equity and Christian charity. 


“May God bless you all and all 
your dear ones.” 

The members of the House of 
Representatives received by His 
Holiness included Representative 
Harry R. Sheppard of California, 
Noble J. Johnson of Indiana, Jam- 
ie L. Whitten of Mississippi, Wal- 
ter C. Ploeser of Missouri, Pete 
Jarman of Alabama and Robert A. 
Grant of Indiana. 

“This is not the first time in re- 
cent months that members of your 
legislative body, of both the up- 
per and lower chambers, have been 
received by Us; and their visits 
have always left a particularly 
gratifying and encouraging im- 
pression,” the Holy Father said. 
“We know that they came to Eur- 
ope, as you have come, to see con- 
ditions at first hand, not out of 
mere curiosity but in a spirit of 
fraternal interest, with the hope 
and desire of being useful in the 
arduous, almost frightening task 
of reconstruction facing the peo- 
ples of ravaged Europe today. 

“It does seem at times a terrify- 
ing task. And yet people must be 
saved from precisely this fear or 
terror, which leads so easily to 
their grasping at any specious and 
flattering solution to their prob- 
lems that may be offered by un- 
scrupulous and selfish leaders. 

“The work of reconstruction will 
be long and hard—let that be re- 
cognized by all—and much material 
help will be needed to carry it 
through; but, besides this help and 
more important than this help, the 
people must be given a firmly- 
grounded sense of security for the 
present and the future: security 
in their social and cultural life, 
security in their political and ec- 
onomic life, security in their re- 
ligious life. Without this recon- 
struction will not go beyond the 
building of new houses and prisons.

Fr. Joseph Jj. Kobel, 
Navy Chaplain, Killed 


The* Navy Department has an- 
nounced that Lieutenant Joseph J. 
Kobel, Chaplain Corps, United 
States Naval Reserve, was killed 
June 21, 1945, while serving aboard 
his ship in an action in the Asiatic

Sidney, Australia, July 9.—(NC) 
—The heroic courage of a modern 
St. John Nepomucene who, tied 
to a baptismal font, for three days 
and nights, resisted to death the 


tortures and intrigues of Japanese 
soldiers to make him break the 
seal of confession was brought to 
light in an interview given to the 
Catholic Weekly here. The story 
was told by the Rev. G. O’Donnell, 
C.SS.R., a former missionary in 
the Philippines, and its hero is the 
Rev. Francis V. Douglas, a St. Co- 
lumban missionary from New Zea- 
land. 


Father Douglas was in charge of 
the little parish of Pelilla, not far 
from Manila, where guerillas from 
the hills would frequently come 
to receive the Sacraments. Those 
wounded in the skirmishes with the 
Japanese were secretly visited by 
Father Douglas and given Last 
Rites, Father O’Donnell related. 


Hearing of Father Douglas’ work 
the Japanese called at the presby- 
tery and demanded to know where 
the guerillas were hiding and what 
they had said in confession. Father 
Douglas replied that his conscience 
forbade him from answering any 
questions on his penitents’ confes- 
sions, Father O’Donnell disclosed. 
Infuriated the Japanese officers 
struck the priest to the ground, 
a Filipino houseboy later related, 
and ordered him to be taken to an- 
other town, 


He was led into a little Catholic 
church and tied to the baptismal 
font, Father O'Donnell said. For 
three days and three nights the 
Japanese tried threats and | leas, 
bayonet jabs and other tortur*s. to 
open the priest’s lips, but in ,ain. 
He suffered unflinchingly, FY ther 
O'Donnell said, and when he felt 
his end approaching he aske¢ the 
Japanese fora priest. Thirking

Italy's Plight Perhaps _ .- 


Worst In Europe, Says 
Bishop }. F. A. Mcintyre 


New York, July 9 (NC)—-The 
present condition of the Italian 
people is “perhaps the most un- 
fortunate in Europe,” the Most 
Rev. J. Francis A. McIntyre, Aux- 
iliary Bishop and Vicar General of 
New York, said on his return by 
plane from a five weeks’ visit. to 
Rome. 


It is his prayer, Bishop McIntyre 
said, that the Italian people shall 
have the opportunity “to expfess 
the paramount desire of their 
hearts to live in peace with God, 
till the soil and follow the pursuits 
of reasonable opportunity.’ 

His visit, the Bishop said, re- 
newed an impression formed 20 
years ago that Italy is “essentially 
a peaceful nation and her people 
essentially a peaceful people.” 
Bishop McIntyre accompanied the 
late Cardinal Hayes to Rome in 
1925 to attend the ceremony of the 
closing of the Holy Door. 


Bishop McIntyre left Rome on 
June 25 and spent several days in 
Paris. Last Saturday he celebra 
Mass at the famed Shrine of the 
Miraculous Medal, Rue de Ba 
motherhouse of the Daughters o 
Charity of St. Vincent de Paul. He

Food? yes, little bags of rice, to 
keep alive that they might enjoy 
those little keepsakes, which even 
though they increase the actual 
weight of their burden, yet make 
it the easier to bear. 

As one looks at them sitting on 
their plot of ground, one can see 
in the facial expression, amid the 
hurry, blurry of military activity, 
and the rush of motorized troops 
.. . the question “Why”? Was the 
urge to return home greater than 
the known fact that after they once 
returned, little could be done until 
the troops had completed their job 
and moved on. But all this, per- 
haps is seen only by the students 
of nature and the philosopher .. . 
as a soldier one thrills to see little 
tots with their tiny hands held in 
the “V” for victory gesture and 
screaming at the top of their voices, 
“victory.” 

One just has to keep looking at 
the little tots, too young to under- 
stand. If he looks deeper into the 
front yard he sees old men and 
women with gray hair, hands before 
their wrinkled faces on which 
gleams from their eyes to their 
smiling lips a “V” made of tears! 
. . . none of us, during these times, 
dare to have lumps in our throats 
... so the great American fad of 
tossing cigarettes and candy to the 
kiddies. 7 

One does sort of experience the 
feeling of shame, as one thinks of 
things back home and does not 
see among the Filipino youth that 
nasty fact called “war hysteria” 
(a word coined no doubt by guilty 
parents) the hysteria of 
money, not war, Causes sin; war 
has produced a pious humility, a 
devotion and resignation, a reflec- 
tion upon one’s past sins of peace 
and plenty, self-sufficiency and 
pride, and thus makes one accept 
this sentence of suffering and pain 
as a just decree, which when com- 
pleted, makes one resolve to sin no 
more!! ~ 

In conclusion, let me say, “God

With the First Cavalry Division 
on Luzon, July 9 (NC)—One of 
the most inspiring § stories of 
Christian charity to come from the 
Pacific war front is told in the 
citation awarding the Silver Star 
to the Rev. John B. Tye, an Ob- 
late of Philadelphia of St. Francis 
de Sales, serving on Luzon with 
the First Calvary Division Artillery. 
Father Tye was with the first 
American units to enter Manila 
and was present ot the liberation 


of the 3,000 ot Santo Tomas in- 
ternment camp. 

While street fighting was rog- 
ing, a report came in thot an 
American cavalryman was lying 
wounded outside Bilibid Prison be- 
tween the American and Japanese 
lines. Father Tye received the 
message, and realizing the danger 
involved he chose to go alone and 
give spiritual and medical aid to 
the soldier. 

Driving a jeep through streets 
filled with bursting shells, Father 
Tye reached the man and found 
him mortally wounded. He carried 
him back through American and 
Japanese cross fire to the univer- 
sity grounds. 

The heroism of this Priest was 
again demonstrated when during 
the burial service Japanse shells 
began bursting near the grave. 
From the comparative safety of the 
university buildings, soldiers and 
internees were amazed to see Fa- 
ther Tye remain at the grave and 
not seek safety until he had com- 
pleted the service and filléd the 
grave. . 

This heroism that won him the 
Silver Star was not the first act 
of gallantry that Father Tye per- 
formed. He had previously been 
dwarded the Bronze Star Medal 
for gallantry in action during the 
early stages of the Luzon cam- 
paign.

VEN the common people needed no answer to that question in past ages, but today many

Philosophy, which represents reason in search of causes and, therefore, functioning 
at its best, was held to be the most worthy subject of study even by the leading pagan schol- 
ars of antiquity, such as Plato, Aristotle, Virgil, Cicero. 


Centuries ago, Virgil wrote: “felix qui potuit rerum cognoscere causas.” 


Dryden translates it, 
“Happy the man wh 


o, studying nature's laws, 


Through known effects can trace the secret cause.” 


But modern scholars fear philosophy, and have thrown it out of the Universities be- 
cause it leads to conclusions too closely approximating those of theology. . 


Philosophy finds God the Author of nature, and, therefore, the Author of nature's 


laws; physicak and moral.

Theology could not contradict the clear findings of Philosophy or 


of any science, because divinely revealed law could not be in conflict with nature’s laws—both 
emanating, as they do, from infinite Wisdom and Truth. 


Written In Hearts Of Men 


The moral laws which Jews and Christians believe God to have delivered to Moses, 
inscribed on tablets of stone, were in force prior to that time, and have been in force since, 
even among those who never heard of the Ten Commandments, because as St. Paul observes, 
they are written in the hearts of men. 


Various branches of science, such as astronomy, chemistry, physics, have discovered 
physical laws of nature and have recorded them in books for the instruction of students. The 
physical scientist, who is also a philosopher, looks for the law-giver of every law, knowing 
that nature itself must operate under laws given to it; and that every creature, animate and 
inanimate, irrational and rational, is governed by laws seated in its very being. No creature 


could itself be the sowrce of the laws according to which it must act. 


Seated within the seed, 


for instance, is the law which enables it to multiply inte wheat, or corn, or fruit, or veg- 
etable, by which animal and human life are sustained, and that law could be imposed only 


by an Omnipotent Creator. 


If man has a moral nature, if his conduct is to be guided by certain norms and 


standards recognized in every civilized society, then he is subject to a moral law. 


It were 


strange that God should be the Author only of physical laws, which have no bearing on 
man’s rational life. The repudiator of God might belittle stealing or lying or unchastity in 


the abstract, but he takes it seriously when he or one dear to him is their victim. 
not tell the man who robbed him that he did no wrong, but rather demands restitution from 
the culprit or his punishment by human law. If he had been greatly injured in his reputa- 
tion by someone’s lie, he becomes angry and seeks reparation or revenge. If his own daughter 
had been violated by 4 moron he does not meekly accept the indignity.

Polish Question 
Not Solved By 
New Government

Washington, July 9 —(NC)— 


and Great Britain of the “Polish 
Government of National Unity” 
has not solved the Polish question, 
but rather has thrown into sharp- 
er relief than ever before some of 
the essential points at issue, ob- 
servers here believe. 


It seems obvious that this is 
appreciated by President Harry S. 
Truman, for the White House 
statement announcing the recogni- 
tion of the Warsaw regime—there- 
by abandoning the London Polish 
Government in Exile, which this 
country had recognized through- 
out the war in Europe—said the 
setting up of this regime in War- 
Saw was “an important and pos- 
itive step in fulfilling the decisions 
regarding Poland reached at Yal- 
ta.” Observers here have empha- 
sized the word “step.” The state- 
ment added that the Warsaw re- 
gime had given written assurance 
to President Truman that it “re- 
cognized in their entirety” the Cri- 
mea decisions, and that “the new 
government has therefore confirm- 
ed its intention to carryout the 
provisions of the Crimea .decision 
with respect to' the holding of 
elections.” 


It will not be enough just to 
hold elections. They must be free 
elections— everi to satisfy the Yal- 
ta agreement, which in itself is 
not satisfactory to a great many 
people, 

But when you talk of “free elec- 
tions” you run immediately into’ 
two different ideas of what are 
“free elections.” The idea pre- 
vailing in practice in the United 
States and England may be said 


to be quite different from that pre- | 


vailing in Russia. And to begin 
with, by the terms of the Yalta 
agreement itself, the election must 
be “free” to the satisfaction of 
the representatives of ihe “Big 
Three.” 

While the routine and mechanics 
of the actual voting may appear 
free enough; observers point out, 
the elections themselves will not 
be free ‘in the sense that Ameri- 
cans want it to be if the Poles 
have been subjected to a great 
deal of pre-election “persuasion” 
by the Russians. It is no secret, 
of course, that Russia wants at 


least a “friendly” Poland on its | 
including per- | 


boarders. Many, 
sons of Polish descent in the 
United States, say she wants a 
“subservient” one. 
few persons have pointed out in 
Washington, since the Soviet Rus- 
sians seem lately in the habit of 
getting what they want, is there 
not reason for fearing that they 
may have already done some 
“electioneering” in Poland? 


And, for this reason, students 
of the situation maintain, there is 
more justification than ever for 
insisting that Allied observers, 
particularly American and Brit- 
ish observers, be permitted to en- 
ter the Polish scene and gain first- 
hand knowledge of the conditions. 
It will not be sufficient, thev say, 
for such observers to be in Poland 
on the day of the elections itself, 
or a few days before. They must 
be there well enough in advance 
to be able to assess the freedom 
with which the people approach 
the polls. It will be too late, after 
the election, to know how much 
freedom there was in it. And, 
needless to say, there ought to be 
sharp-eyed supervision when the 
votes are counted. 


And so, appreciating that fact, 
one can see why students of such

the Warsaw regime hasn’t really 
solved anything yet. It undoubt- 
edly has pleased a number of peo- 
ple.

W. Morton, 
Tutor Of Churchill, 
Dies At Age 83 


Winnipeg, July 9 (NC)——The Rt. 
Rey. Msgr. Thomas W. Morton, | 
-son of a former Anglican minister | 
and one-time tutor of Prime Min- | 
ister Winston Churchill of Greot | 
Britain, has died here at the age 
of 83. In an editorial on his pass- 
ing, the Winnipeg Tribune, daily 
secular newspaper, said: “This rare 
man passes—even more deeply 
mourned in the knowledge that 
another like him will hardly. be 
found.”’ 


Monsignor Morton came to Can- 
ada from England in 1919 and 
was rector of St. Mary's Cathedral 
here from 1920 until 1934. He 
was ordained at the age of 42, 
after the death of his mother, 
whom he had supported His fa- 
ther was converted to the Catholic 
Faith by the late Cardinal New- 
man in 1853 in Birmingham.

Monsignor Morton distinguished 
himself as a physicist, astronomer 
and. mathematician, At the age 
of five, his father challenged his 
mother that he could teach the | 
boy the Greek and Hebrew alpha- | 
bets before she could teoch him 
his English alphabet, and he suc- 
ceeded.

What Mr. Rockefeller wants— 
or thinks he wants—is a religion 
without creed or dogma; that is, a 
religion without faith or rules; 
which is to say, no religion at all. 
The Standard Oil Company is not 
operated that way; but then, the 
Standard Oil Company is serious 
business. Mr. Rockefeller’s live- 
lihood depends on it. Nothing de- 
pends on religion—that is nothing 
but life everlasting. 

Anyhow, what he desires—or 
says he desires—is a r@ligion which 
teaches nothing, commands noth- 
ing, and offers nothing; and it may 
be that he will be Mr. McFad- 
den’s first convert. Mr. McFad- 
den’s religion seems to consist 
mainly of a name which contains 
the word “cosmic.” In the friend- 
liest spirit, I want to warn Mr. Mac- 
Fadden about that. Almost every 
time I have written the word “cos- 
mic,” it has come out in _ print 
“comic.” In distrustful moments, I 
have sometimes suspected that the 
linotype operators were plotting 
against me. 


Anyone Can Think | 


Up a Religion

speaks, he speaks with authority, 
because He knows what He is talk- 
ing about. And it is nothing less | 
than logical of us to say that we) 
will take our religion from God, 
and from no one else.

_ And so Mr. Bernarr MacFadden 
is starting a new religion. He is 
offering us some kind of new god, 
invented by Mr. Bernarr MacFad- 
den; made, in all likelihood, in Ber- 
narr MacFadden’s image and like- 
ness. The new god, we may be 
sure, will‘be a muscular god; able, 
like Mr. MacFadden, to vault’ a 
tennis-net to shake hands with an 
opponent. Mr. MacFadden is 73; 
and he can still do what he could 
do when he was 17. He is a phys- 
ical marvel; but religion does not 
deal with the body. Religion deals

Federal Aid For 
Church Colleges 


Say Government Has 
Responsibility To Non- 
Profit Institutions 


Washington, July 9 (NC)—De- 
nominational colleges are public 
institutions, open to the public and 
serving the public good, and as 
such are entitled to share in any 
emergency Federal aid to higher 
educational institutions, Ralph 
Cooper Hutchison, president of 
Washington and Jefferson College, 
told the Heuse Committee on Edu- 


eation here on Friday. 

Mr. Hutchison appeared in sup- 
port of House Bill 3116, which 
would establish a temporary 
avency to provide such Federal 
aid. The bill authorizes a Com- 
mission for Emergency Federal Aid 
to Higher Educational Institutions, 
composed of seven members to be 
appointed by the President to 
negotiate contracts with approved 
public and private universities, 
colleges, professional schools, 


teachers colleges, junior colleges, 
normal schools and other institu- 
tions. 

In reply to an inquiry by Repre- 
sentative Clifford P. Case of New 
Jersey, Mr. Hutchison told the 
committee he believed the Federal 
Government had a responsibility in 
the matter of emergency aid to 
denominational institutions since 
the financial condition of the col- 
leges was caused by opr entrance 
into the war, declared by the Fed- 
eral Government. 


‘Cornerstone Of Democracy’ 

Representative John W. McCor- 
mack of Massachusetts, House Ma- 
ges Leader, told the committee 
le Was appearing as an individual 
in the interest of a_ legislative 
measure which would assure the 
continuance of American college 
edueation, which he termed the 
comnerstone of democracy. 


The contracts to be negotiated 
would provide Federal aid for 
stand-by and other services to as- 
sist Institutions in maintaining 
siaffs and facilities at a reasonably 
eTeetive level to meet the educa- 
tonal needs of veterans and 
others. The bill has been recom- 
mended by an advisory. committee, 
whieh made a thorough study of 
the financial crisis in schools of 
higher learning.

From Heaven’ 
To China Mission 


Kunning, China, July 9 (NC)— 


Miracles still happen — even in 
China. 
The Maryknoll Fathers’ head- 


quarters here received an urgent 
request fo: relief supplies from the 
Rey. Aloysius Rechsteiner of Wil- 
liamsport, Pa., stationed near 
Yeungkong, behind Japanese lines. 
Money, all the medicines avail- 
able through relief committees and 
all the clothing that could be 
scraped together were turned over 
to the U. S. Army, which promised 
to make delivery by parachute, 


The plane bearing the mercy 
delivery took off from Kunning 
but about an hour before the des- 
tination was reached developed 
motor trouble. Losing altitude 
rapidly, the pilot ordered that tne 
entire cargo be jettisoned. All the 
supplies were thrown out at 10,000 
feet, about 150 miles from Father 
Rechsteiner’s mission. Then the 
plane limped back to its base. 


The Maryknoll priests here took 
their loss philosophically but two 
weeks later a runner brought u 
letter from the Rev. Joseph Mc- 
Ginn of Philadelphia. ‘Thanks for 
the ‘manna from heaven,’ it 
read. “All the supplies dropped 
in our compound. We sent the 
money to Bishop Paschang, dis- 
tributed food, clothing and medi- 
cines. Isn’t the army using para- 
chutes any more?”

Labor 
was provided by German prisoners 
of war who were concentrated in 
Mailly le Camp after American 
forces captured the former occu- 
pied village. 


An altar was built and decorat- 
ed by the prisoners of war. . The 
tabernacle doors were fashioned 
by hand from aluminum salvaged 
from a wrecked Flying Fortress. 
The silk used to decorate the tab- 
ernacle interior came from an 
abandoned parachute. The Stat- 
ions of the Cross were carved from 
native chalk stone. The windows 
have been artistically painted, Fa- 
ther Hinnebusch having made a 
special motor trip to Paris to ob- 
tain linseed oil for the purpose. 


A French native knew where 
therepwas a bell from a Russian 


church that had been abandoned 
after the last war. A tower was 
attached to the rear wall and the 
bell was installed. 


The chapel was solemnly dedi- 
cated on the last Sunday of May, 


Father Hinnebusch wrote, adding 
that its construction was directly 
attributed to the efforts of Capt. 
Gommaire L. J. Domaige, of Prov- 
idence, R. I, and Lieut. Daniel 
O’Neill, of New Haven, Conn, 


Construction of the chapel was 
decided upon by Captain Domaige, 
who, in censoring soldiers’ letters, 
noticed that many of them wrote 
that they had no opportunity of 
attending Mass. Its dedication to 
St. Anne was explained by Cap- 
tain Domaige, who said that both 
his mother and her mother were 
named Anne and that there has 
always been an Anne in their fam- 
ily. 

Residents of the village played 
an important part in-the American 
air raid on the S. S. headquarters. 
Early in the war the village fell 
to the Germans and for four years 
residents waited and suffered. Ad- 
vised by the underground, on the 
night of May 4-5 last year, they 
lighted huge bonfires on the bord- 
ers of the S. S. camp and the Al- 


ished, and not a house in the vil- 
lage damaged. 

It is the wish of Captain Dom- 
aige that the chapel shall stand 
as a permanent link between the 
American and _ French peoples, 
Chaplain Hinnebusch says.
